Burning to Death. 


Policeman Havens Loses His Life And Two Others 


Are Badly Hurt in Their Efforts to Save 


Inmates of Apartment House. 


(Advocate Telegram) 


New York, May 26—In the destruc- 


tion by fire of a four story apartment 
house"at 331 Fulton, street, Brooklyn, 
early today, one policeman was fatally 
and two others seriously burned, 
while 15 inmates, many of them chil- 
dren, were rescued only by dint of 
great efforts by police and firemea. 


Policeman James F. Havens was fa- 


tally burned while Policemen McAuley 
and Cook were seriously hurt.

ground .floor and nad a gooi start 
when discovered. 
Before the firemen 


arrived the policemen broke dowr.- the 
dopra and started to* get tiie inmates 
into 'the streets. "Havens reached tho 


third floor and passed

Smith and three children to MeAuley 
and Cook to assist them down tlie 
stairway. 
The fire cut them off from 


tho stairs and Havens fell unconscious 
from the smoke. 
Firemen finally 


reached them and Mrs. Soruih and tlie 
policemen were taken down a ladder 
into the eetreet, where the latter were 
sent to a hospital. 


On the' fourth floor, lived the family 


of Edward Murray and eight boarders. 
They were 'carried down ladders. The 
firemen then discovered a young child 
in the front of 'the house an<3 there be- 
ing no time to lose one mounted on 
another's shoulders and by forming in 
this way a human ladder rescued it. 
The damage caused by the fire was 
about ?5,000. •

KILLED HUNDREDS. 


flassacre of Village, of Banitza Was Hore Horrible 


Than First Reported—Only 15 People of 


The Village Escaped Death. 


(Scripps-McRae Cablegram.) 


BERLIN, May 26—The Frankfurter Zeitung today prints a dispatch from 


its Macedonian correspondent showing that the massacre at the village of 
Banitza, near Seres, on May 10, in which Deltcheff, 
the Macedonian chief, 


lost his life, was much greater th'an previous reports indicated. 


The correspondent says the entire population of the village with the 


exception-of fifteen -persons were killed by Turkish, troops. There were 1500 
families in the village. 


Previous reports had it that tlie massacre was caused by the presence of 


Deltcheff in tie village."' The place was surrounded by Turkish troops, 
who after a long resistance broke their way through the defenders' ranks and 
after killing many set fire to the houses, leaving tho place a pile of ashes.

WHEAT A DOLLAR; 


NEVER MORE 
LESS. 


Slogan of a Society of Farmers That is Being 


Formed to flaintain Higher Prices for 


All Farm Products. 


, 
Indianapolis, May 26—The American 


Society of Equity will issue a bulle- 
tin to the farmers of the United States 
demanding an increase in the price of 
wheat, arguing • that tire minimum 
price of wheat should be §1 a bushel, 
and urging the farmers of the United 
States.not to sell for less than $1. The 
society has been organized, with this 
city as national headquarters, to main- 
tain higher prices for farm products 
by co-operation of the farmers of the 
country, and this is the first formal de- 
mand for increase in prices as tne re- 
sult of the combination. 


The bulletin sets out the claim that 


this is an era of unequalled prosperity, 
demand for commodities is unprece- 
dented, labor is receiving higher wages 
than ever before, and the demand for 
and consumption of wheat is greater 
than ever before, "with a low visible 
supply. The bulletin then says: 


"It is evident that the American far- 


mers cannot produce more than about 
12 bushels an acre on an average, 
which at 88 cents a bushel,, represents 


$10.56 an acre, to cover all the work, 
seed, twine, threshing, marketing, etc., 
an amount that scarcely equals the 
simplest machine tliat the farmer buys, 
yet which represents only a small frac- 
tion of the factory- investment, capital 
and labor employed. 


- VWho dare say, in the face of these 
evidences, and concerning the present 
higher range of .values for nearly every 
other commodity produced in the coun- 
try, that wheat at this time and for the 
next crop'Ts not equitably worth $1 a 
bushel on the basis of the 
Chicago 


market, and that other 
farm crops 


should be on a corresponding basis? 


"Farmers, keep this matter in minrl; 


keep dollar" wheat, |1 in Chicago before 


you, 
and you will get it as sure as the 


sun rises in the east and sets in the 
west. Above all, however, we implore 


you, 
don't be fools. 
When you get 


the equitable price, let it go. Sell on 
the basis of $1 and no less, but don't 
hold for more, or yon may run up an 
unwieldy surplus, which must eventu- 
ally compel lower prices."

YOU'LL LOOK WELL 


C'lirinjs an Otter Skin. 


A full grown sea otter is from four to 


five feet long and perhaps a foot or 
more wide. When a hunter secures one 
he loosens the hide from the nose and 
head, and, without cutting it length- 
wise at all, he pulls the skiu down over 
the body, the bide boing so elastic tbat 
this is not a difficult job. It is then 
stretched ovor a smooth board six and 
a half feet long, nine inches wide at 
one ond and ten at the other end. Each 
end of this board is tapered to a point. 
Another board exactly the same size is 
then inserted, and the skin is stretched 
a foot or eighteen inches longer than its 
original length. 


A third board half the length of the 


other is wedged in and the skin lightly 
tacked at the ends to boid it in place. 
If any flesh adheres to the skin it is 
then cut off, and the bide is cured and 
dried in this condition. In a few days 
it is taken off tbe boards and turned 
fur side out, when it is ready for mar- 
ket.

down about our ears the entire fabric 
of national prosperity." 


It would be impossible to conceive 


anything more illogical and confusing 
than the talk of theae speakers, based

;ountry is due to the high protective 
tariff. 
The people, however, are not 


tools. 
They do not oppose legitimate 


combinations of capital, or will ithey 
attribute to a tariff the existence of 
•onditions created by their own ener- 
gy and skill applied ito the splendid 
natural resources of the country. 


What the people mean by "trusts" 


are. the combinations formed with the 
purpose of suppressing competition re- 
stricting production and fixing prices. 
President Roosevelt himself in his ad- 
dresses last year made this distinction 
clear"and put his finger on the "evils 
and abuses" it was proposed to reme- 
dy. When the path of reform ap- 
proached the tariff fence, however, he 
sheeied off, and he now flatly declares 
that "the question of tariff revision, 
speaking broaddly, stands wholly apart 
from the question of dealing with the 
trusts."

the New York 1'ost. Sl"t>piusr sickness 
was supposed to be connected \\ ith lila- 
ria, or small worms in the blood 
stream. It was imperative to prove or 
disprove this theory. 
This was his 


special work, and it involved a great 
deal of traveling in order to map out 
the areas in which sleeping sickness as 
well us the filaria were prevalent. Aft- 
er three months* traveling lie found a 
largo district in which sleeping sick- 
ness raged, but in which there was no 
sign of iiiaria, and it is now considered 
certain that sleeping sickness is in no 
vray connected with the small blood 
Avorms referred to. 


Dr. Castellan!, the bacteriologist of 


the commission, has discovered that it 
is due to a certain minute bacillus ap- 
parently unknown to science, althoujrl' 
this is not yet absolutely certain. 
Meanwhile the disease is making ti-e- 
mendous ravages through South Kavi- 
rondo and along the shores of the Vic- 
toria 
Nyanzn. 
Dr. Christy passed 


through villages in which from one- 
half to two-thirds of the people were 
suffering from it. The scourge shows 
no tendency to spread far from the 
shores of Victoria Xyanza and appar- 
ently is not infectious in the ordinary 
sense of the word, seldom being con- 
veyed by one person to another.

These plants are grown under glass 
during the winter time for cut flower 
purposes, producing an annual average 
of more than 100,000,000 blooms. What 
becomes of this enormous number of 
flowers is somewhat of a mystery. 
They are put to innumerable uses.

Bandy of Rio Grande, a small village 
in Gallia county, met death in a pecu- 
liar manner. Mrs. Bandy is a widow 
living alone. She noticed her pot cat 
intently watching something in the 
garden, and it did not move. 


She went out into the garden, and 


was m the act of picking the animal 
up when she was horrified to see a 
large black snake a few inches away, 
with its small, bead-like eyes riveted 
on the cat 
Mrs. Bandy realized that 


the snake had charmed the cat, ai^d 
hastened to the woodpile where she se- 
cured a stout stik. When she returned 
the snake, which had never once taken 
its eyes from the cat, had crawled clos- 
er, so that the mouth of the snake was 
pnly an inch or two from the cat's 
head, Mrs. Bandy raised the club and 


struck the snake across the back 
about a foot from the head. It tried 
to bite her, but she kept out of reach 
of its fangs. 
The cat regained its 


senses when the snake died. 


Just as Mrs. Bandy struck the last 


blow she 
fainted away. Neighbors 


who witnessed the fight hastened to 
her assistance. 
She was taken into 


the house, and died a few hours later 
from apoplexy. She was 62 years old 
and owned considerable property. The 
snake was of the black species and 
was a little more than five feet in 
length.

GREAT IMMIGRATION 


Despite Efforts Made to Stop Exodus-Rush of 


Austrian Youths to America—Russia is 


Impressed by America's Protests. 


Vienna, May 2G—Marcus Braun, a 


United States Emigrant Inspector, who 
was specially detailed by President 
•Roosevelt to investigate the p-migrant 
situation in Europe, has just complet- 
ed an exhaustive 
tour through the 


towns and country districts of Aus- 
tria and Hungary. 
Mr. Braun finds 


every indication that the present emi- 
gration movement from the Austro- 
Hungary monarchy to the United 
States and Canada will continue and 
even increase. He sa>s this situation 
arises from three main sources, the en- 
couragement afforded 
by emigrants 


who have already gone to America, the 
poverty and unsatisfactory labor con- 
ditions here, and lastly the efforts of 
the 
unscrupulous local emigration 


agents, -whose employment is carried 
on in defiance of the laws of both Aus- 
tro-Hungary and the United States. 


One feature of the situation, says 


Mr. Braun, is the apparent conflict 
between the national government and 
the local officials in dealing with this 
emigration question. The governments 
of both Austria and Hungary are us- 
ing every endeavor to restrict the out- 
ward flow of the nation's youth, not 
only on account of the dislike of the 
military authorities to seeing young 
men go abroad without having per 
formed their military service, but for 
the more important economic reason 
that emigration is fast depopulating 
the country and placing: the land own- 
ers in an exceedingly awkward situa-

pal, -who let go of Mrs. Weible, and the 
two left the house.
